A THRONE FOR A BRIDE. 


Prince Ferdinand of Roumania to Wed 
Mile. Vacaresco After All. 


VIENNA, Oct, 8.—A few days since it was re- 
ported that the heir to the crown of Rou- 
mania had renounced the throne and insisted 
upon marrying Mlle. Vacaresco. The King 
has invited to the capital the youngest son of 
Leopold of Hohenzollern, with the idea, it is 
supposed, of making him heir to the throne. 

Now comes the rumor that the resolution 
of young Prince Ferdinand to resign his in- 
heritance and marry Mile. Vacuresco having 
been communicated to the lady she has writ- 
ten to the Prince to forego the intended sac- 
rifice and to put off to some future time the 
fulfillment of their hopes. The Prince is said, 
however, to be unalterable in his determina- 
tion. 


And to at last love triumphs over ambition 
to become a King. The story of Prince Ferdal- 
nand's love match with Mile. Vacaresco has 
been charming reading. Prince Ferdinand is 
a Hobenzollern-Sigmoringen, and he was a 
few years back created Crown Prince of Rou- 
maniato succeed his cousin, King Carlos, 
who is now childless. A tall, soldierly-look- 
— nee ted he went to take up his residence 
at Bucharest,and there full soonand as a 
matter of course the blond Teuton fell in love 
with dark-eyed Mile. Vacaresco. 

She was a lovely and very intelligent girl 
scarcely out of her teens, the daughter o 
one of the oldest boyar families of the an- 
cient es: She was a tess, too, 
or rather, she was poetic,and Queen Eliza- 
beth of Roumania, known to the world as 
Carmen Sylva, selected her as her 
assistant in her literary work in render- 
ing the romance, the try and leg- 
endary lore of the manians into 
German. — she was a lady in 
waiting; unofficially she was the Queen’s 

friena, and when Prince Ferdinand 
tell in love with her Carmen Sylva“ looked 
with approval on the match, and ve her 
approval, too, when the Prince wished to 
make the beautiful Roumanian his wife and 
eventually his Queen. But then the row be- 
gan. The King was against the match, and 
the council of ministers met and dec 
that the Prince could not marry a Kou- 
manian, but that his future Queen must be 
selected from among the members of the 
reigning or princely ses. Their ultima 
tum wastothe effect that if he persisted in 
his choice he must give up the throne and 
another Prince would be selected in his 

ce. 

Since then the world has been informed of 
the struggle going on in the soul of the youn 
Prince—a beautiful girl on the one hand an 
a prospective throne on the other. Some 
weeks ago it was said that he was looking 
fora bridein England; then that the King 
was about to relent; then that the Roumanian 
Ministry was urging the childless monarch to 
put pried his wife, who was known tobe 
using all her influence to have Ferdinand wed 
Vacaresco.

PINCH OF POVERTY. 


Approach of Winter Increases the Want 
and Misery in Berlin, 


THE HIGH PRICE OF BREAD ADDS TO 
THE HARD LOT OF THE POOR. 


Five Hundred Russian Peasants Sent to 
the Colonies of Siberia— Seed Corn 
Shipped to the Famine-Stricken Dis 
tricts—The Duke of Manchester Critio- 
ally Ill—Ex-King Milan’s Mortgages. 


BERLIN, Oct. 8.—As the cold weather ap- 
proaches there is a marked increase in the 
want and misery among the working classes 
in Berlin. In order to get ridof the more 
dangerous and able-bodied, they are given 
work in the North Sea Canal and other pub- 
lic improvements away from the city, This 
cannot be done with the aged and infirm, and 

the departures hardly make an appreciable 
difference in the number of paupers apparent 
on every hand. In other cities of the Empire, 
especially the industrial centers,-there is 
more poverty than last year about the same 
period, and the high price of bread makes the 
lot of the poor more difficult. 

St. Petersburg advices state that 500 peas- 
ants recently arrested at Ekatorinosiaw for 
taking part in bread riots and destroying the 
property of merchants have been deported 
to the nearer colonies of Siberia. 

Moscow Gasette saysthatthe sum of , 
000,000 roubles has already been expended by 
the government in buying seed corn for the 
peasants of the famine stricken districts and 
that 100,000,000 roubles will be required to 
furnish the starving peasantry with bread. 

It is semi-officiaily announced in St. Peters- 
burg that the Government has no intention 
of prohibiting the exportation of wheat of 
which Russia is still in a position to send 
200,000,000 pounds abroad,

The subject assigned in the programme for 
consideration during the morning session 
was the ‘‘Present Status of Methodism in the 
Eastern Section, and the essay was deliv- 
ered by Rev. Dr. Waller of London, Secretary 
of the Wesleyan Conference. 

Dr. Waller, in speaking of the status of 
Methodism in Great Britain and Ireland 
said it was important to bear in mind the 
sphere in which ithas had to move, the 
ecclesiastical atmosphere it has had to 
breathe and the influences with which it has 
had to contend. 

When in 1764 John Wesley sent Dr. Coke to 
establish the Methodist Episcopal Church in 
the United States, he said: ‘‘In America 
there are no bishops, neither any parish 
ministers, so that for hundreds of mites to- 
gether there is no one either to baptize or to 
minister the Lord's supper. 

It is difficult, he said, to exaggerate the so- 
Cial, political and ecclesiastical forces with 
which Methodism has had to contend . Victor- 
les have been achieved in the presence of al- 
most insupportable obstacies. In Ireland the 
work has had to be carried forward in the 
presence of a powerful and intolerant Roman 
ism, a power with which the Americans wili 
yet have to reckon. Dr., Waller then gave 
statistics to show the phenomenal progress 
the church has made during the past thirty 
years. During the decade. said Dr. Waller, 
the population in England has increased 11.7 
per cent and in Scotiand it has increased 7.9 
per cent, but in the same period the member- 
shipof the Wesleyan Methodist Church in 
Britain has increased 21.2 per cent and in the 
other Methodist churches there has been an 
increase of 10.1 per cent. 

The status of a church, said Dr. Waller, is 
G@etermined toa great extent by the way in 
which it enters into the educational work of 
the nation. No church can live, grow or 


‘prosper that does notcare wisely and lov- 


ingly for the children of the people. In En- 
gland there are nearly 2,000,000 scholars in the 
Sunday-schools. The status of the Method- 
ism, continued Dr. Waller, is determined by 
ite missionary zeal. Recollect there has been 
@ remarkable revival of home missionary 
enteyprise. The way in which Methodism its 
endeavoring to solve the problem of city life 
and the manner in which she is striving to 
make her strength effective in the redemp- 
tion of the masses of mankind from the 
bondage of poverty, degredation and sin, is 
attracting the attention and admiration of 
all classes of the community. 

Dr. Waller then gave statistics to show the 
large increase made during the past ten years 
in the number of jministers, of lay agents, of 
church members and of children in the Sun- 
Gay-schools. In Ireland, he said, the in 
crease inthe number of church members is 
only 8.8, but during the decade there has been 
@ decrease in the population of 9 per cent. 
But the fruit of Irish Methodism is to be 


‘found im many lands and especially in the 


United States. French Methodism alone 
shows a decrease, but the circumstances have 


_ been exceptional. 


In conclusion, Dr. Waller referred to the 
prophetic assurance of John Wesley when he 
declared that it was the purpose of God in 
raising Methodism, not to form a new sect, 
but to reform the nation, particularly the 
church. Methodism is not and never has 
been a sect. Its catholic spirit and doctrine 
have prevented it from falling into a narrow 
sectarianism. 

Rev. John Medicraft of Manchester, repre.

tion, followed Dr. Waller. He held that 
Methodism was beloved of Godand all weie

hanging over him. The day was devoted to 
speechmaking, the three Presidents, Wilford 
Woodruff, Joseph F. Smith and George Q. 

All re- 
turned thanks to the President for exercising 
clemency toward Smith, and called upon the 
saints to pray for him, that the Lord might 
bless bim for his goodness.

NEW SUBMARINE CABLES. 


From South America to Africa and From 
Canada to the Indies. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—Within two years at 
most several new submarine cables will be in 
operation connecting the South American 
Continent with Africa and the west coast of 
North America with Honolulu, the Island of 
Australasia and the East Indies. The French 
company which has just opened a new line 
which puts the United States within speak- 
ing distance of Rio Janeiro and other South 


American ports on the east coast is proving a 
sturdy rival to the old round-about lines 
upon which South American representatives 
in 8 and New York importers have 
hitherto depended. The announcement of 
the new rofect is received with great inter- 
estin diplomatic circles, where easy com- 
munication with the home Government is 
growing more and more necessary. 

The first of these lines soon to be laid is that 
between Pernambuco, in Brazil, and Senegal 
in Africa. It isa British company that is the 
promoter of this project, and recent advices 
give assurance that unless there be some un- 
expected obstruction the line will be in oper- 
ation within the next halfyear. When the 
Emperor Dom Pedro was in power in Brazil a 
few years ago he was desirous of extendin 
the trade relations between his empire an 
the countries of the west coast of Africa, and 
it isthe project in which he was interesteg 
that is to be carried out. With steamers run- 
— between Fernambuco and Senegal, and 
with sabmarine intercourse, there is reason 
to suppose that the trade between the Afri- 
canand South American continents will be 
increased, 

« Two pecgected cables across the Pacific for 
telegraphic communication between the 
American continent and various lands and 
islands of the Pacific are of interest to other 
governments than those of the United States 
and Oanada. Last one a British naval ex- 

dition was engaged in the business of find- 
Bg a bed for the cable which, running 
northward from Australia to Hawall, is to 
have its American terminus at Vancover, in 
British Columbia. This project is of import- 
ance to the British Government, as it offers a 
line of communication between London and 
the British possessions in Asia by its connec- 
ticn with the Canadian wires and the At- 
lantic cable. It’s value to Queen Victoria’s 
Empire in times of emergency cannot be 
overestimated, and it will be of especial ser- 
vice when British troops are transported 
across Canada to the Pacific on their way to 
the East Indies. The Pacific cable will pro- 
mote British interests in Asia, ,Australasia, 

erica and Europe. 

The American project for a Pacific Ocean 
cable between Ban Francisco and Honolulu 
met with some enco t at the last ses- 
sion of C , When the sum of $25,000 was 
appropriated for the preliminary surveys.

This year he made his present rec- 
ord of 2:10, which has never been equaled b 
a stallion except Allerton, whose recora 
of 2:09% was also made this year. While Al. 
lerton has a better record than Nelson, he is 
still young,and the latter isjaged,and should 
therefore, better able to standa series of 
1 heats than the Iowa horse. 

Next to these two horses Stamboul holds 
the best stallion record. He trotted a mile 
against time at Stockton,Cal., Nov. 29, in 2:11, 
and is apt to do considerably better in 
the near future.

At the 
age of 211 wasset free—freeto enter again 
upona path of crime. I went to Jefferson 
City, Mo., again was caught housebreaking 
and this time was sent to State prison for 
two years. Having served out my timel 
went to California, but lIhad not been there 
long before I was in prison again, this time 
serving a five years’ sentence in the State 
prison at San Quentin. 

**I can summarize my life from then on to 
= ina few words. I am 41 years old and 1 

ve spend twenty of it in prison. 

All for burgiaries?’’ I asked. 

No, he replied, ‘‘I began to crow weary 
of the monotony of prison life and so in 1772 
entered the army and was assigned to Com- 
pany L, Fifth United States Cavairy. One 
day I stole away with my horse and ac- 
coutrements. For this I got®three years in 
the government prison inthe harbor of San 
Francisco. 

After my unpleasant experience in the 
army lenlisted egain and witha result more 
disastrous than my frst enlistment. This 
time Iwas attached to the Twenty-first In- 
fantry in Company A, commanded by Capt. 
K. W. Stone. With others of my company I 
was one night in Boise City, Idaho, when I 
wont on aspree and got into an altercation 
with acitizen. He came at me witha Knife 
and I shot him dead. 

It was a clear case of self-defense, but my 
prison record was against me and I was sen- 
tenced to a term of five years’ imprisonment. 
This was in 1883. 1 served my term in solita 
confinement. It gave me time to think and 
resolved if I lived to get out of prison I would 
never drink another drop of liquor or commit 
another crime. Thank God I have not broken 
my vowand I don’t think I ever shall. 

„Mine have been hard lines, he went on. 
„ have lived mostly the life ofatramp, 
with all the sadness and suffering the word 
implies. Ihave sought remote piaces, bo 
ing that the facts of my past career might 
not come to light. Ihave worked hard and 
steady and tasted the joys of self-respect and 
being respected. Then some one would see 
me who had known meand I would have to 
dee elsewhere and begin a new life over 
again. 

For six years this has lasted. I have been 
here but a month, having come from Califor- 
nia. My crimes have found me cout, and I 
have come tothe Herald office to-day to tell 
my story in advance to the world and to say I 
have been a criminal, but am now leading an 
honest life. Give me work that I may not 


starve.’’

. SCHOOL BOARD REFORM. 

The School Board deserves and should 
get a vigorous overhauling from the people 
at the November election. That it is un- 
der the control of a log-rolling and job- 
promoting combination is manifest from 
the record of its dealing with contracts. 
That the most shameful means of perpet- 
uating the power of this combination will 
be resorted to is manifest from the dis- 
graceful squabbles of the members over the 
appointment of election officers. 

No party committee 
divided into cliques by rival interests ever 
showed more distrust of each other in fix- 
ing up primary slates. It is openly as- 
sumed that the election returns will de- 
pend upon the will of the men appointed 
as judges and returning officers, not upon 
the votes cast by the people—in other 
words that the election is to be as empty a 
formality or as complete a burlesque as the 
worst primary fraud that was ever ‘ ‘fixed 
up’’ by any political gang in St. Louis. 
Members of the board, as soon as they see 
the list of election officers for any district, 
interpret it as meaning ‘‘no show’’ for 
certain candidates and ‘‘a dead sure 
thing’’ for somebody else. 

It is a very shocking condition, nota 
theory, which confronts us in this cool 
assumption by our School Board of the 
powers and prerogatives of a close corpora- 
tion, choosing its own members and per- 
petuating its corruptions and abuses by a 


gross mockery of popular election. 


Buta denunciation of these things by 
the Silk“ Committee does not qualify 
it to reform the School Board by nominat- 
ing a party ticket, when the members of 
that committee themselves declare that 
party tickets in school elections are all 
wrong, and that in nominating one they 
are subordinating school interests to a 
partisanend. By that action the ‘‘Silks’’ 
have simply prepared a basis for a combina- 
tion of School Board rings with other and 
stronger party organizations. 

A union of Democratic and Republican 
voters on a non-partisan ticket is the only 
promising method of redeeming the School 
Board from the control that now runs it so 
disgriacefully. There is nota party com- 
mittee in St. Louis that really represents 
the woters of its own party, let alone the 
people.

THE Post-DISPATCH made the first re- 
liable announcement yesterday of a piece 
of news relative to the home-rule cause of 
more importance even than the death of 
PARNELL. It was the statement that the 
formation of a committee of safety to gov- 
ern the Irish Parliamentary party had been 
determined upon by the leaders. The 
probable membership of the committee 
was also made known. This infor- 
mation was telegraphed in every di- 
rection from this city. It was a 
remarkable occurrence that the Post- 
DISPATCH, which was so far removed from 
the place where the news originated, 
should have published it first, but it was 
in line with this paper’s record. It was 
upon the knowledge of the adoption of this 
plan, not yet made public, that the Irish 
leaders asserted that the death of PARNELL 
cut a small figure in the future of the Irish 
party, as a way had been found to har- 
monize all factions and prevent the control 
of the party ever again falling into the 


hands of one man.

THE attacks by a mythical individual on 
the financial character of Gov. CAMPBELL 
are equivalent toa confession that his re- 
election is certain if the fight is continued 
as such contests are conducted among men 
of honor.

AMAZED THEM. 


Oriminal Court Officers Startled by 
a Lawyer’s Request. 


Attorney Howe Asks for the Release of 
a Murderer. 


QUEER STATE OF AFFAIRS SHOWN IN 
JUDGE NORMILE’S TRIBUNAL. 


Thomas Clemens, Indicted for Murder in 
the First Degree, Fighting for His Dis- 
charge From Jail on Interesting 
Grounds — Complications Resulting 
From a Court e Delay in Trying Cases 
—Mr. Howe Explains His Motion— 
Lawyers Talk. 


Judge Normile and other officers of the 
Criminal Court were startled this morning by 
a motion made by Attorney Alphonso Howe 
for the discharge of Thomas Clemens, a ne- 
gro, indicted for murder in the first 
degree. The motion set forth 
that the defendant had never deen 
arraigned or givena chance to go totrial, 
though indicted by the Grand-jury last Janu- 
ary. It referred to the statute prescribing 
for the discharge of a prisoner in the event 
that the State allowed three terms of court 
to elapse without giving him trial. Mr. Howe 
said that since his client’s indictment the 
Criminal Court had had three terms and that 
he ought to be discharged in accordance with 
the section of the revised statutes bearing on 
the subject. The written motion was sub- 
mitted and the matter laid over until Satur- 
day, when it will be argued by the counsel 
for the State and defense, and then left to 
Judge Normile for his decision. 

A LONG DELAY. 

The motion being of suchan unusual char- 
acter it caused great discussion atthe Four 
Courts. The papers in the case show that 
Clemens attacked Henry Miller, also col- 
ored, with a case knife Sept. 23, 
1890, and cut him in several places. The 
injured man lingered five days and then died 
from the injuries. Clemens was arrested at 
the time of the cutting and has 
been in jail ever since. Jan. 80 last 
the Grand- jury completed the investigation 
of the case and founda true bill against the 
Gefendant for murder in the first 
degree. The prisoner was then trans- 
ferred to ‘‘murderers’ row’’ and he 
has been there ever since. The papers show 
that the case was called Feb. 28, the last day 
of the January term, and laid over ‘‘for want 
ot time. There is no record on the papers 
going to show that he was ever arraigned or 
that the case was called thereafter. 

MR. How SHOWS THE LAW. 

Mr. Howe was seen at his office this after 
noon. he took downacopy of the Revised 
Statutes when he was asked on what law he 
based his application. He first asked the 
reporter to read sec. 4222. This Is: 

If any person indicted for any offense and com- 
mitted to prison shall not be brought to trial before 
the end of the second term of the court having juris- 
diction of the offense which shall be held 
after such indictment found. he shall be 

untitled to be discharged so far as relates to the of- 

nse for which he was committed under the delay 
unless the delay shall happenon the application ot 
the prisoner or shall be occasioned by the want of 
time to try the cause at such second term. 

‘*The statutes then continue to apply the 
nciple to towns and cities, including St. 
uls,’’ said Mr. Howe. Section 4225 Is: 

In all cities and counties in this State in which 
there shall be more than two regular terms of the 
court, having jurisdiction of criminal cases, the de- 
fendant shall not be entitied to be discharged for 
the reasons and under the circumstances mentioned 
in sec. 4222 until the end of the third term after the 
indictment was found. 

EXCUSES THAT CAN’T BE MADE. 

Then section 4224 also bears on the case, 

continued Mr. Howe. That section stated 
that neither section 4222 nor 4223 would hold 
ifthe State could showthatit had new evi 
dence in the case which would take time to 
bring forward. 

Nou see, said Mr. Howe, That the in 
tent of this law was to prevent carelessness 
on the part of the State. That there has deen 
carelessness, of course everyone knows. 
. when I made the motion Judge Normile 
said: I did not knowthere was sucha pris- 
oner in the jail.’ 

The law gives the State three excuses for 
Gelaying the trial, or rather two for postpon- 
ing the trial and one way of escaping the 
necessity of releasing the prisoner. 
One reason for postponing the 
trial would be lack of time 
to hear the case. Mr. Clover would hardly 
bring forward that argumeni, as it is a 
notorious fact that the Judge has spent three 
months enjoying himselfin the East and the 
whole machinery of the court has been idle 
on that account. The other case in which 
delay is made excusable by the law is when 
the prisoner makes application for it. This 
was not done In this man’s case. 

A QUEER COURT PRACTICE. 

They have a fashion of their oon in Judge 
Normille’s Court of continuing cases M 
making the record read that it is done wit 
the consent of both parties. They don’t con- 
sult the prisoners atallin making these en- 
tries, and so faras Clemens is concerned, it 
will be easy enough to prove that he knew 
— 8 about these continuances and never 
gave his consent to any of them. 

**‘Tam quite sure that Clover will not plead 
to prevent the release that the State has any 
new evidence in the case. That would be 
too absurd. So altogether we feel quite sure 
that the State willhave to release Clemens. 
If Judge Normile refuses to do it we will take 
the matter tothe Supreme Court, and that 
Oourt will make him do it. 

Clemens is not a Wanton murderer, and a 
trial would have resulted in his release long 
ago. Two men set upon him and he cut 
them. The one for whose murder he is in- 
dicted, died, we will prove, not from the 
wound, but from the malpractice of the sur- 
geons at the City Hospital.’’ 

CIRCUIT ATTORNEY CLOVER’S VIEWS. 

Circuit Attorney Clover said when asked 
the status of the Clemens case that the court 
could do nothing else than overrule the mo- 
tion: ‘*The Case was laid over a couple of 
times, he said, with the consent of the 
defendant. I am satisfied that the provisions 
of the section referred to apply only to the 
counties that have but two terms of court a 
year.’’ Mr. Clover expressed the opinion 
that Attorney Howe’s intention was evident- 
ly to save a point for the Supreme Court.

‘A Great Crowd at the Fair in Spite of 
the Weather. 


A LARGE NUMBER OF AWARDS MADE IN 
THE ARENA. 


The Turnstile Count Will Not Show as 
Big a Crowd as Last Year, But It Was 
Far in Advance of the Attendance on 
Any Day This Year—Business Gen- 
erally Suspended in the City. 


This is Big Thursday at the Fair, and the 
size of the crowd that flocked there between 
8 and 8 Oo clock to-day was in keeping with the 
character of the day. Business was generally 
suspended to give all who desired a chance 
to attend the Fair, Early this morning the 
cars leading to the grounds were crowded, 
and at noon there was a jam on all the lines. 
Vehicles of all kinds were in use, and they 
All the 
gates were open, and the ticket-takers 
worked like beavers to handle the crowds 
and they had an exceedingly lively time of it 
doing so. Extra men were on duty, inan- 
ticipation of the immense attendance, and 
in this way much confusion was avoided. 

The schools, exchanges and city depart- 
ments were closed all day, and though the 
Court-house, Federal building and Four 
Courts were open, there was little done, as 
most of the officials and clerks fell in with 
the spirit of the day and went to the 
Fair. As the day wore on the down 
town streets were almost deserted, and in 
view of the general hegira to the Fair, the 
opinion was freely expressed that the day’s 
attendance would surpass all previous rec- 
ords. 

Those of the business establishments that 
did not take a whole holiday closed their 
doors at noon and let their emptor’ off to 
attend the Fair, and most of them availed 
themselves of the opportunity afforded. 

CROWD ON THE GROUNDS. 

At the Secretary’s office it was claimed 
that to-day’s crowd at the Fair Grounds was 
fully up to that of big Thursday of last year,

The Rate at Which Work-House Pris. 
oners Should Be Allowed. 


THE SECOND DISTRICT JUDGE sars Ir 
I8 $1 PER DAY. 


He Belives That There Is No Authority 
Whatever for Any Other Rate— ne 
Superintendent of the Work-Houss 
Contends Differently—The City Coun- 
selor’s Opinion to Be Asked. 


The very serious question as to the amount 
of pay Work-house prisoners are allowed by 
law and the doubt as to wnetherthey get 
their due by half has not been settled or 
brought toa conclusion as yet. The various 
and sundry distractions that now exist 
may have something to do with the delay on 
the part ot those who should seek and those 
who should give an opinion on the matter. 
John Quassa, isthe particylar individual, 
who has raised the question. He was 
fined $100 about the middle 
July. If he was given credit for his labor at 
the rate of $1a day, he would serve 100 days 
and should be released at the furthest in less 
than four months. But if the allowance 19 
only 50 cents a day his term should be about 
seven or eight months,although the immemor- 
jal period of $100 fine prisoners is six months, 

THE NEW LAW. 

But Judge Paxson is ot the opinion that a 
law to be found in the session acts of 1891, 
for the State of Missouri, approved Feb- 
ruary 18, and become operative June 
22 this year, has changed the 
olden rule of 50 cents a day for city prisoners. 
He said as much tothe man who petitioned 
for the reprieve of Quassa, and informed him 
that Quassa ought to be near the end of his 
term. The answer was that he had half 
served it. The Judge believes that 
there is no authority whatever for 
any other rate than $1 per day. 
The law authorizes all cities, towns 
and villages, whether organized under a spe- 
cial charter or under the general laws of the 
State, to cause all persons who have been 
sentenced by the Mayor, rder or other 
court having jurisdiction for violation of the 
ordinances of such city, town or village to be 
put to work on the public streets, highways 
Or alleys. And it further states: 

If punishment be by fine and it be not paid, then 
for every dollar of such Judgment the prisoner shall 
work one day. 

The Judge sees in this a special reference to 
St. Louis; he sees a rticular specification 
of city offenses and he sees $ia day as the 
rate of credit. The Work-house authorities 
said yesterday that 60 cents a day was the 
pay for city prisoners and $1 a day for State 
prisoners. 

JUDGE PAXSON INTERVIEWED. 

Judge Paxson said to-day: ‘‘I spoke to 
Deputy Marshal Henry Erba t the matter 
at the time the law went into operation June 
22, and he, I believe, reminded the Work 
house authorities of the law. I heard no 
more about it until this Quassa case came 
under my notice. 

The Superintendent of the Work 
house should apply to the City Coun- 
sellor for an opinion on the _  ques- 
tion, if he has not already done so The 
only be to force a decision is to apply fur a 
writ of habeas corpus for some prisoners, or 
to sue the Superintendent on his bond for 
false pe tg — But it is doubtfnl if 
either of these things will be done. I would 
like very much to have the matter settled, 
because it would guide me in sentencing pris- 
oners. Itis probable that the recent pro- 
— 8 of the law has prevented an airing 
of it.“

Investigation of the Oharges Against 


the New York Players. 


Complete Averages of the National League 


—Dailey and Hamilton Lead the Bat-

New York, Oct. 8.—The Executive Com- 
mittee of the New York Base Ball Club met 
this morning to investigate the charge of 
crooked playing on the part of the New York 
Olub in the recent games with the Boston 
team. Messrs. J. W. Spalding and k. R. Tal- 
cott were the members of the committee in 
The players who were sum- 
moned and who appeared before the Execu- 
tive Committee were Daniel Richardson, 
William and John Ewing, Roger Connor, 
Arthur F. Clark, Amos Rusie and John Buck- 
ley. These players all made affidavits to the 
effect that they played honest base ball with 
the Boston Club, and deny the allegations of 
crookedness made by Manager Hart of the 
Chicago Club. 

Mr. Spaulding said that the Executive 
Committee would prepare and submit a re- 
port with recommendations to the full Board 
of Directors of the club at their meeting on 
Monday next. The players who made affida- 
vits before the Executive Committee were 
indignant at the charges that they played 
poorly in order that the Boston team might 
win. 

It was semi-officially stated thatthe play- 
ers would be vindicated in the report of the 
Executive Committee.

CIGAR TRUST. 


Manufacturers Meet in New York to Form 
a Combination. 

NEw YorK, Oct. 8.—Twenty of the leading 
cigar manutacturers of this city held a meet- 
ing yesterday in the office of T. H. Allen. 
The object of it was carefully ‘concealed and 
all information regarding it was withheld 
from reporters. It was learned, however, 
that the meeting was held to perfect plans 
for the formation of a gigantic cigar trust to 
include all the prominent cigar manufactur- 
ers inthe United States. It is proposed to 
organize the trust on the same lines as the 
consolidation of the five leading cigarette 
factories which took place less than two 
yearsago. The meeting was held in accor- 
dance with a call published in the Tobacco 
Journal. 

Mr. Allen admitted to a reporter that the 
cigar manufacturers present had agreed to 
form a combination which would include 
25,000 manufacturers of domestic cigars and 
that they would have an aggregate capital 
of $25,000,000. A committee had been ap- 
pointed and arrangements are well under 
Ww 


ay. 
It isa big undertaking,’’ he said, and 
will require some time to be put on a working 
basis. Itcannot be calleda ‘trust,’ how- 
ever; itis a combination to decrease the cost 
of production and to get rid of the middle- 
men between the manufacturer and the re- 
taller, whoabsorbs all the profits there are 
in the business.’’ 

Another manufacturer said the object of 
the combine is to down the leaf merchant by 
consolidation of the manufacturers. ‘‘We 
will send our own buyers to purchase leaf 
from the planters. If itis found that the 
dealers demand too high a price for Connecti- 
cut leaf the buyer may go to Amsterdam and 
elsewhere for Sumatra wrappings. This ac- 
tion will bring the native planter to terms. 

The manufacturers of clear Havana cigars 
wili not be included inthe trust. Only do- 
mestic goods are concerned. If the combi 
nation succeeds it will bea severe blow to 
the jobbers, who are making money by hand- 
ling the goods for the retail trade. It is, as 
stated by Mr. Alien, the object of the manu- 
facturers to control the market, gad they 
will probably make no terms with them. It 
is likely that domestic cigars will be cheaper 
during the fight between the jobbers and the 
manufacturers, but ifthe former are driven 
to the wall the manufacturers will bein a po- 
sition to dictate prices. The idea of the trust 
was suggested soon afterthe passage of the 
McKinley bill.

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HERR HEIL AT TREVES. 


The Experience of a Chicagoan Who Went 
to See the Holy Coat. 

New York, Oct. 8.—Herr Peter Heil of Chi- 
cago went to Treves to see the holy coat, and 
remained there four weeks without seeing it.

THEY WANT ALUMINUM. 


The German Government’s Big Order on 
American Houses. 


LOCKPORT, N. Y., Oct. 8.—The German 
Government has recently placed an order in 
the hands of their agents in the United States 
for a large quantity of aluminum. This 
order calls for eighty-five tons of the metal. 
As yet the order has not been ac- 
cepted, and probably will not be for some 
time. There are only two companies in this 
country, the Cowles Electric Smelting & 


Aluminum Co. of thiscity andthe Pittsburg 
Reduction Co. of Pittsburg. Neithercan ac- 
cept the order, or part of 
gigantic patent litigation 9 x 
waged between them, andthe probability is 
that the German Government will have to 
wait some time before they can secure the 
metal. This metal will be turned into but- 
tons, buckles and used for fleld purposes, as 
wire for telegraph and telephone, and 
cartridge shells, it having been proved that 
aluminum will withstand the corrosive ac- 
tion of the new smokeless powder which has 
come into universal use in Europe lately. It 
is also to go into a certain newly invented 
pontoon bridge, its great lightness especially 
commending it for this purpose.
